(predeceſlor to this Kang, as well in being 
murdered,as mule) being in deſperate di- 
ſtreſle and almoſt furprifed at Tours, was 
happily reſcued by this H. the 4. whoſe 
approach ( like the diſcouery of a Land to 
men long at ſca) wipired a new courage

Bur, ar length the hearts of the waue- 
ring were forutied, and the eyes of the 0- 
uer-yiolently-deuout vnſceled; who then 
ſaw the mninft cauſes that held them in 
rebellion ; Then beganne the Townes of 
France, in mulation one of another, to 
contend who ſhould offer fir, or mos? 
their Duetie. Meanx, Lyons, Orleans and 
Bourges firſt 1n obedience, brought him the 
firſt honour ; and, the King by his auſpi- 
cious entrance into Parzs , got an immor- 


tallglory of the knowledge of Lawes, and 


Armes , pardoning, as well as oanguſhing, 


torgiuing in a day ſo many people, and 


rendring and coufirwing lite and hibertie 


to lo many Strangers ; who could not per- 
ſwade themſelues , but that they were in 
the 1awes of Death and Bondage.

Francois , the taking of Dyon, and other 
Townes of Burgongne , the ſubmiſsion of 
many Princes , the reduCtion of Roan, 
Newhauen , Amyens , Abbeuille , Peronne, 
Poitiers , Perigneux , Tholouſe , Marſeillis, 
Vienne, Valence, Troy, Sens, Rhejms, .and 
other Townes following their example, 
will one day fill many volumes , and con- 
ferre ypon this Prince the Lanrels of Alex« 
ander , the triumphes of Cſar, and the fe- 
licities of Auguſtus. 
At his generall aſſembly held at Roane, 

he turniſht humſelte by the aduiſe of ſome,

In the ſurpriſe of Amyens ,in liew of 
bearing ill will, the ſucceſſe confirmed the 
diuine afsiflance, the fidelitie of the French, 
the courage of the Prince, and the terror 
of the Strangers, who aſtoniſhed at his ca- 
riage in this butineſle ; eſteemed them- 
{clues fairely blefled , to haue obtamed 
a peace from him. The obStimacie of 
Britanie had giuen matter for his powers 
full Tuſtice to worke vpon , if the prayers

ning all interpoſed obſtacles. Theproude 
 rocke of Mountmeliend ( which the people 
thereabout held impregnable)looked fear- 
tull ar his preſence, and humbled it ſelte to 
1 the force ot his Cannons. 

Piedmont , doubting her taking , and 
Muillaine fuftring a neighbour-teare ( as be- 
ng a frontier ) unplored the Pope_ by per- 
ſwa{ionto divert him ; at whole ſollicitation 
he was content to defilt from turtherpro- 
ſecution; and to conſecrate to the peace and 

good of that part of Europe , his inſt anger 
| &conqueſts,it he had followed hs courage,

To makeall pertect , hee eſpouſed the 
Princefſe Maria, de Medices , whome the 
beauens had deligned to bethe arnawent of

houſe,and the hope of France, with whome_ 
he made his royall entrie unto Paris, and 
thinking he had now triumphed ouer all 
the enemies of the State, he diſpoſed him- 
ſelte rorecompence rhe merits and wertues 
of thoſe, who had tqrmerly welſerued hun; 
howbeit the mgratitude of ane whome he 
had mightily raiſed , exaſperating his na- 
ture, conſtrained him ro delwer him to the

ro all. His watchtulneſle , ſhrred by this
